intimate personal relationship with Dr. Miller in the Sunday School, 
the congregation, and the varied activities of the Church; and also 
in the campaign for funds to secure the locating of Midland College 
at Fremont, Nebraska. Always and everywhere Dr. Miller was an 
— earnest layman sincerely devoted to the best interests and 
welfare of the Church. His integrity of character and sense of 
honor were above reproach. He lived the simple Christian life in 
his daily contacts with his fellowmen. His visits to our office in 
Omaha were stimulating and appreciated. Now the Sun of his day is 
set and there comes to me the lines of George Brandon Saul on

the strain and stress is gradually relieved, we may hope that the 
brighter picture will likewise be mirrored in the affairs of the 
kingdom. We must be poppers however, to face the fact that just 
as the church was the first to feel the effects of retrenchment, so it 
is likely to be the last to mark any appreciable improvement. At 
least if we are under no illusions about the matter we will miss no 
opportunity to present the crying needs of the work of the Lord, 
and leave no stone unturned in enlisting the interest of our people 
in the important matter of Christian Stewardship. 


Your committee has emphasized this in general during the past 
year, and especially urged upon our pastors co-operation in the 
annual Every Member Visitation. But it is well to remember that a 
single effort to raise the budget is futile unless it is part of an 
educational program which is continually presenting the various 
causes as represented by our Boards. To breathe a sigh of relief at 
the close of the annual appeal for the support of the church, with the 
feeling that the matter is out of the way until another year rolls 
by is to lose the best effects of that intensive effort. The work 
must be followed up in a persistent effort to awaken interest, deepen 
devotion and secure loyal and hearty co-operation. 


One plan suggested during the year that created considerable 
interest and was productive of splendid results in one church con- 
sisted in asking for a tithe during the month of October. The re- 

nse justifies the feeling that the plan may be worth the con- 
sideration of the Synod.

REPORT OF TABITHA HOME TRUSTEES 1935 ~ 


The t year has been a year of unusual circumstan t 

Tabitha ome. Early in the year, Superintendent Walter suffered 
a breakdown which made it necessary for him to enter an Omaha 
Hospital. There he was a patient for seven months. 


The Executive Committee in May of 1935 asked the Secretary 

of the Board, Rev. R. E. Rangeler, to assume the duties of an 
Executive Secretary. For over a year, he has carried this additional 
load in connection with Parish and Student duties. 


At the annual meeting of the Board, March 10, 1936, the Board 
received the resignation of Dr. E. Walter. A ‘call’ was then extended 
to Rev. R. R. Belter of Burlington, Iowa. On April 30, word was 
received from Rev. Belter, declining the call. e entire Board 
meets again May 21st to consider this matter. 


Through it all the Lord has made possible the daily care of 
a large family of aged and children. A total of 67 aged and 62 
children received care during the year. 58 aged and the same number 
of children were in the Home on January 1, i936. 


The finances were remarkably good considering the fact that 
no one was active on the territory on behalf of Tabitha Home. 
Balance, Jan. 1, 1935 was $3,256.86. Receipts totaled $26,618.07. 
ees 1 $28,632.56, leaving a balance January 1, 1936 
of $1, 37. 


More gifts of canned goods than ever before, a year’s supuly 
of potatoes and many other contributions of material nature have 
been received from the Congregations of our Synod. One Congre- 
_ gation, Emerson, reached its set goal 1,000 quarts of canned fruits 
and vegetables for Tabitha Home. Kountze Memorial and Our 
Redeemer of Omaha again visited Tabitha Home during the 
Christmas season with their fine contributions of clothing and 
supplies. Every Congregation of our Synod has had a share in this 
great work, and the smaller gifts of some Congregations are just 
as great in the sight of the Lord as the larger gifts of the larger 

tions. 


The Board is contemplating the installation of a sprinkler system 
in the Main Building as a matter of protection of life and property. 
This would reduce the insurance cost which is high on our Main 
Building. Other plans for property improvement are under con- 

sideration, including new fire escapes on the Main Building and a 
new building for the girls. The Building Fund totals approximately 
$25,000.00. Two bequests of $1,000.00 each were received during 
the past year. 

The enactment of social security legislation, the larger number 
of childless homes desiring to take a child into their home, the heavy 
loss of the past few years of old age savings on the part of so 
many people, are all slowly but surely effecting a change in the 
work which Tabitha Home will do for the Church. This is a matter 
which must be given much thought by Pastors and Congregations.
